Restrictions on Alien 


Visitors 


A new Aliens Order made by the 
Minister for Justice requires aliens 
resident in Great ritain or 
Northern Ireland coming to ‘this 
country to provide themselves. with 
passports or other identity docu- 
ments bearing visas granted by the 
Irish High Commissioner in Lon- 
don or by the Department of Exter- 
nal Affairs. Heretofore, the Jris4 
Times learns, such aliens travelled 
to Eire on the same conditions as 
British natives, who were exempted 
from the terms of the Aliens Order, 
1945, and are still exempted under 
the new order. This exemption was 
nted in consideration of the re- 
ciprocal. rights granted to Irish 
citizens hy Great Britain and the 
other States of the British Com- 
monwealth. ' 

The visa requirement will not 
apply in the case of aliens who as 
passengers land at the Shannon Air-
